Poverty and Riches. 


[R. G. Ingersoll i 


During the war, during the inflation— 


that is to saj, during the years we were 
going into aebt—Fortunes were made so 
easily that the people left the farms, crovvu1- 
ed to the tovuib and cities. 


Thousands became speculators, traders 


and merchants; thousands embarked in 
every possible and conceivable scheme. 
Thej' produced nothing, they simply prey'd 
upon labor, and dealt vv ith imaginary val- 
ues. These men must go back; they must 
become producers, and every producer is 
a paying consumer. Thousands and thou- 
sands of them are unable to get back. To 
a man w ho begs of v ou a breaklast you 
can not say: "Why don't you get a firm?" 
You might as well say: "Why don't jou 
start a line of steamers?" To him both are 
impossibilities --They must be helped. We 
shall remember that society must support 
all of its members—all of its robber?, 
thieves and paupers. Every \ agabond and 
vagrant has to be fed an'd clothed, and 
society must support in some way all of 
its members. It can support them in jails, 
in asylums, in hospitals, in penitentiaries, 
but it is a very costly way. We have to 
appoint judges to try them, juries to sit 
upon their cases, sheriffs, marshals and 
constables to arrest them, and it may be at 
last a standing army to put them dov, n. It 
w ould be far cheaper, probably, to support 
them at some first-class hotel. We must 
either support them or help them support 
themselves. They let us go upon tbe one 
hand simply to take us by the other, and 
we can take care of them as paupers and 
animals, or by wKe statesmanship help 
them to be honest and useful men. 


Of all the criminals tiansported by Eng- 


land to Australia and Tasmania, the rec- 
ords show that a large per cent, something 
over ninety, become useful and decent peo- 
ple. In Australia they found homes: hope 
again spreads its wings in their breasts. 
They had different ambitions; they were 
removed from vile and vicious associa- 
tions. They had new surroundings, and, 
as a rule, man docs not morally improve 
without a coi re-ponding impi oVement in 
his physical condition

plenty of butter N woith all the tracts ever 
issued. 


Whenever the laboring men are out <H 


employment they begin to hate the lich. 
They ieel that tlie dwellers in palaces, the 
riders in can iage^, the vv carers ot broad- 
cloth, silk, and \chet, have in some way 
been robbing them. As a matter of fact, 
ihe palace builders are the friends of la- 
bor. 
The best form of charity is extrav- 


agance.

To help others help themselves is the only 
real charity. There is no use in boosting 
a man who is not climbing. Whenever I 
see a splendid home—a palace—a magnifi- 
cent block, I tfiink of the thousands'^ ho 
were fed—of women and children clothed, 
af the firesides made happy. A rich man, 
living up to his privileges, having the best 
louse, the best furniture, the best horses, 
the finest grounds, the most beautiful flow- 
ers, the best clothes, the best food, the best 
jictures, and all the books that he can 
afford, is a perpetual blessing. The piodi- 
;ality of the rich is the pro\ idcnce of the 
>oor" 


The extravagance of wealth makes it 


possible for the poor to save. The rich 
man who lives according to his means, 
« ho is extravagant in the best and highest 
sense, is not the enemy of labor. 


The miser who.lives in a hovel, wears 


•ags, and hoards his gold, is n perpetual 
:urse. He is like one who dams a river 
at its source.

iconomy is raised. The press, the plat- 
brm, and the pulpit, unite in recommenci- 
ng economy to the rich. In consequence ol 
his cry the man of wealth discharges sei- 
vants, sells his horses, allows his carriage 
:o become a hen-roost, and, after taking 
employment and food from as many as he 
can, congratulates himself that he has 
done his part toward restoring prosperity 
to the country. 


In that country where the poor are ex- 


travagant and the rich economical will 
be found pauperism and crime, but where 
the poor are economical and the rich are 
extravagant, that couutrjr is filled tvitb 
jrosperity. 


The Necessity of Plenty of Sleep. 


During every moment of consciousness 


the brain it In activity. The peculiar 
process of cerebration, whatever that may 
consist of, is taking place, thought after 
thought comes forth, nor can we help it. 
It to only when the peculiar connection, 
or chain of connection of one brain cell 
with another is broken, and conscious- 
ness fades away into the dreamless land 
of perfect sleep, that the brain is at rest. 
In this state it recuperates its exhausted 
energy and power and stores them up for 
future need. The period of wakefulness 
Is one of constant wear. Every thought 
is generated at the expense of brain cells, 
which can be fully replaced only by peri- 
ods of properly-regulated repose. 
If, 


therefore, these are not secured by sleep 
—if the brain, through over-stimulation, 
Is not left to recuperate, its energy be- 
comes exhausted; debility, disease, and 
finally, disintegration, supervene. Hence 
the story is almost alway • the same: For 
weeks and months before the signs of ac- 
tive insanity appear, the patient has been 
anxious, worried, and wakeful, not sleep- 
ing more than four or five hours out of 
the twenty-four. The poor brain, unable 
to do its constant work, begins to waver, 
to show signs of weakness or aberration; 
hallucinations or delusions hover around 
like floating shadows in the air, until 
finally disease cornea.

We must give the w omen credit for haw 


ing fought a gallant battle and having bee* 


v ictorious in every effort up to suffrage, 
They have won the college and universi- 
ty, besides keening Vasjar and a few more 
all to themselves. They seized the nied- 
ical profession, without much difficulty, 
and will undoubtedly quite control sotnu 
branches of the doctors' usual employ- 
ment. With a good deal of difficulty they 
have gained a hearing in the courts, won 
important cases, and at last obtained the 
privilege of practicing in the highest court 
in the land. Congress has treated their 
petitions with courtesy, and cast one vote 
in their favor. The president is reckoned 
not averse to their claims to suffrage. 
State after state has modified its laws to 
secure to them control of property or chil- 
dren, and many privileges against cred- 
itors, as well as selfish or brutal husbands. 
Indeed the woman, in spite of press and 
ridicule, have stormed a good many well- 
manned forts, and broken down a good 
many prejudices. They have reached the 
Rubicon of their hopes, that is suffrage at 
the polls, and there is no doubt but they 
will cross this before another half decade 
has passed. We may pretty safely count 
on the woman's vote in the second or third 
presidential canvass. We should not be 
be surprised if it became a factor in 1884, 
certainly in iSSS. One state, indeed, is al- 
ready in their arms, and does not seem to 
desire anything better. 


And what has been the effect so far? 


Evidently nothing has occurred to disgrace 
the movement. Where women appear at 
the bar the court room has a good many 
curious visitors, but the air is sweeter oil 
the whole, and the English is not so badly 
mouthed with tawdry jokes.

- Education of the Negroe*. 


(Soutlurn Correspondent Boston Herald.) 
I have tried to get at the feeling of the 


planters on the subject of negro educa- 
tion. The general opinion is very favor- 
able. In a casual meeting of six leading 
Louisiana planters I broached the sub- 
ject, and they agreed that the only way 
to make a good citizen of the negro is to 
educate him. 


In many of the parishes of Louisiana 


the entire school fund is given over to the 
colored people,while the whites send their 
children to private schools or endeavor to 
instruct them at home. 


There is a brisk demand for colored 


teachers of a fair grade of education. The 
state normal school for the training of 
colored teachers does not supply the de- 
mand. Often the parish superintendents 
of education are compelled to employ 
teachers who are not up to the legal re- 
quirements. The planters are anxious to 
have the colored schools maintained will, 
for nothing so well satisfies and makes 
contented the colored parent as to see his 
child under good schooling. It is for the 
pecuniary interest of the white employer 
to keep his help contented. 
The little 


school houses for colored children are fre- 
quently to be met with on the country 
roads, and they appear to be well at- 
tended. 


Teachers are paid $20, $30 and $40 a 


month, according to grade, and where the 
pupils in any grade exceed a certain num- 
ber, the teacher's salary is increased. One 
of the most intelligent lawyers in Con- 
cordia parish, La., is an active education- 
ist. He was an ardent secessionist, but 
says that he is a wonderfully reconstruct- 
ed man. His interest in public education 
equals that of any New England school 
superintendent. He says that intelligent 
colored people from the north can find 
ready employment as teachers in Louisi-
